MAYOR TO SGN 
A NEW REVENUE 


UL} BILLS, VETO ONE 


Will Ask Aldermen to 
Revise Measure Taxing 
Tobacco Other Than 
Cigarettes. | 


Mayor Aloys P.. Kaufmann to- 

day announced he would veto’ a 
recently enacted ordinance plating 
a tax on tobacco products,s other 
than, cigarettes, and would sign 
four other income measures, de- 
signed to produce $2,500,000 an- 
nually, in his office,tomorrow. 
In addition, the Mayor said he 
‘would sign the-hew compensation 
bill, increasing the salaries of city 
employes $2,136,000 annually. 

The ordinance placing a tax on 
tobacco products was so written 
by Associate City Counselor For- 
est Ferris that it placed a 5 per 
cent tax on both retail and whole- 
sale tobacco dealers. The admin- 
istration, which sponsored the bill, 
intended the measure to be similar 
to other licensing ordinances, 
which place taxes on either the 
retailer or wholesaler, but not 
both. As written the ordinance 
would produce $200,000 annually. 
When it is revised, it presumably 
will produce only $100,000. 

,Mayor Kaufmann said he would 
ask the Board of Aldermen when 
it reconvenes Jan, 9 to adopt a 
new. ordinance placing a 5 per 
cent tax on tobacco produets of 
either wholesale or retail dealers. 

The bills the Mayor will sign 
tomorrow are those increasing the 
cigarette tax from 2 to 3 cents a 
package, placing a five per cent 
tax on gross receipts of theaters 
and a five per cent tax on sports 
events and other amusements.

Saying that it was his policy not 
to discuss the candidacies of oth- 
ers, Taft limited his comment on 
Wallace to the brief statement: “I 
do not see how the candidacy of 
Mr. Wallace could fail to help the 
Republican cause.” 
He said he knew of no specific 
changes needed in the Taft-Hart- 
ley labor act. 
“We do not say it is perfect,” 
he said, “but we do not now see 
the necessity for particular 
changes.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 30 (UP)— 
The bloodiest fight of Palestine’s 
month-o Arab-Jewish: war was 
waged at a Haifa oil refinery to- 
day, with casualties officially re- 
ported as 47 persons killed and 
61 w- inded, 

Jewish attackers threw bombs 
from a speeding limousine into a 
line of 100 Arabs at the plant? 
Tke infuriated Arab survivors at- 


tacked their fellow Jewish em- 
ployes and felled them by the

The dead were listed officially 
as 41 Jews and six Arabs. Of the 
61 injured, 14 were Jews and 47 
were Arabs.

Political and Other

BUCHAREST, Dec. 30 (AP) —~ 
King Mihai I abdicated today and 
the Communist-dominated ‘cabinet 
immediately declared Romania 4 
“popular democratic republic.” 


The handsome, 26-year-old mon- 
arch, who is reported to have 
sought his government’s sanction 
for marriage with a beautiful 
Danish princess, Anne of Bourbon- 
Parma, made his announcement 
in a broadcast proclamation, 

The news, blared from loud 
speakers throughout the capital, 
struck with the suddenness of a 
thunderclap and excited crowds 
gathered quickly. Many had half 
expected such an announcement 
for some time, but there was no 
inkling of just how the develop- 
ments came about, 

The young king, who twice 
mounted the throne his father 
Carol renounced for the love of 
a commoner, said in his

Parliament Change. 

Mihai abdicated at 3 p.m. and 
Romania became a republic at 
7:35 p.m., when the Cabinet's ac- 
tion was ratified by a unanimous 
vote of 256 deputies in Parliament. 
Premier Petru Groba’s cabinet re- 
signed and Parliament approved a 
presidium of state. The constitu- 
tion was abolished. 

The King returned recently from 
a trip to London and Switzerland 
amid reports that he was seeking 
Government permission to marry 
24-year-old Princess Anne. 

After the abdication, a high 
Government source asserted Mihai 
can and “probably will” marry 
Anne. The informant said Mihai 
is free to live in Romania and 
to assme a private name, “prob- 
ably Mihai of Hohenzollern.” He 
said Mihai probably will leave 
soon for Switzerland to meet Anne,

As Mark Twain 
long o pointed out: “The na- 
tion will rub its sleepy eyes and 
try to make out why there should 
be a war and will say, earnestly 
and indignantly, ‘for its unjust 
and dishonorable and there is no 
necessity for it.’ The handful will 
shout louder—and now the whole 
nation will take up the war cry 
and shout itself hoarse, and mob 
any honest man who ventures to 
open his mouth and presently 
such mouths will cease to open. 
Next the statesmen will invent 
cheap lies, putting the blame on 
the nation that is attacked, and 
every man will be glad of those 
conscience soothing falsities.” — 


Destruction Threatened. 


This pattern as Mark Twain 
saw it 50 years ago is repeating 
itself on a scale so vast as to 
threaten the destruction “of hu- 
manity. The rich monopolists 
have always been more ready to 
sacrifice their sons than their 
money, but now they have reached 
a point where ‘they are willing to 
sacrifice both for the sake of 
world control. 

It just doesn’t make sense. 
The time has come for a new 
party to fight these war-makers. 
We say that peace is mandatory 
and tnt th com be had tf we 
only want it, 


Universa} military training is 
the first’ decisive. step on the 
road toward Fascism. We shall 
fight it to the limit, and all 
congressmen who vote for it. 

A new party must stand for a 
positive youth program of abun- 
dance and security, not scarcity 
and war. We can prevent depres- 
sion and war if we only organize 
for peace in the same comprehen- 
sive way we organize for war. 

I personally was for the human- 
itarian aspects of the Marshal!

nounced. Because I saw the post- 
war need of helping human beings 
I was accused of wanting a quart 
of milk for every Hottentot. I 
pushed for help for Grecce against 
the opposition of the administra- 
tion eight months before the Tru- 
man doctrine was announced, 


‘Guns Instead of Plows.’ 


But I have fought and shall con- 
tinue to fight programs which 
give guns to people when they 
want plows. I fight the Truman 
doctrine and the Marshall plan as 
applied because they divide Eu- 
rope into the warring camps. 
Those whom we buy politically 
with our food ~will soon desert us. 
They will pay us in the basic coin 
of temporary vratitude and then 
‘turn to hate us because our pol- 
icies are destroying their freedom. 

We are restoring western 
Europe and Germany through 
United States agencies rather than 
United Nations agencies because 
we want to hem Russia in. We are 
acting in the same way as France 
anid England after the last war 
and the end result will be the 
same — confusion, depression and 
war. 

It just doesn’t need to happen. 
The cost of organizing for peace, 
prosperity and progress is in- 
finitely less than the organizing 
or war. | 

We who' believe this will be

threat, not only of atomic 
bombs, but also of all other 
methods of mass destruction. 

It happens that all of my*moth- 
er’s and three-fourths of my fa- 
ther’s ancestors came to this 
country before the American Rev- 
olutién.

TRUMAN SIGNS DUPLICATE 


Distillers Put Under Grain Rationing at 
Once, Following Failure of Agreement 
on Voluntary Plan. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
President Truman today signed a 
duplicate copy of the missing cost- 
of-living bill while Secret Service 
hunted for the original which dis- 
appeared mysteriously after reach- 
ing the White House. 

An all-day search yesterday 
failed to turn up the original. A 
copy of .the bill was flown by 
Army plane to Dedham, Mass., last 
night for the required signature of 
Speaker Martin. X 


First official action unaer the 
new bill was taken this morning 
when Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson put whisky makers on 
grain rationing in order to save 
grain for food. 

He limited grain use by distillers 
to 2,450,000 bushels between now 
and Jan. 31, 1948. This compares 
with an average use of about 
5,000,000 busheld a month during 
the first 10 months of this year. 
The order is effective at midnight. 


Re-establishment of wartime 
controls followed failure of the 
industry and the Government to 
get together on a voluntary pro- 
gram after expiration of the 60- 
day production holiday Dec. 24. 

Under today’s, order, each dis- 
tilling plant will get a ration of 
grain. This will be 21 per cent of 
its average monthly use of grain 
during the four months from De- 
cember 1946 through March 1947, 
plus 1.4 times its daily mashing 
capacity. Anderson prohibited the 
use of wheat under the grain al- 
location, A minimum of 6000 bush- 
els is authorized for each distilling 
plant. 


period Oct. 25, 1947—when the vol- 
untary holiday went into effect— 
and Dec. 30, 1947, inclusive, wif 
be deducted from the tota] the 
plant is authorized to use in Jan- 
vary. 

The anti-inflation act granted 
the Government authority to al- 
locate grain to distillers‘ only for 
the period ending Jan. 31. Congres- 
sional leaders said they expected 
to consider longer-term allocation 
authority at the regular session 
opening in January. 

Meanwhile, a peacetime priority 
system was brought to tentative 
form in the Commerce Department 
in preparation for carrying out 
provisions of the bill. Without 
enforcement provisions, the bill 
provides anti-trust immunity to in- 
dustries which agree among them- 
selves to allocate scarce materials 
for essential use and foreign ex- 
port. 

Subject to White House ap- 
proval, the Commerce Department 
plans to authorize the use of “VP” 
(Voluntary Program) certificates. 
Served on any firm in an industry 
which enters a Government-spon- 
sored agreement, the certificates 
would have something like the 
force of wartime priorities in com- 
manding delivery. There would 
be no compulsion except the “gen- 
tlemen’s agreement.” 

Spokesmen for the steel indus- 
try will meet with Secretary Har- 
riman Jan. 8 The session is ex- 
pected: to be the first of a long 
series of industry meetings as well 
as the forerunner of a group of 
“industry advisory committees” 
similar to those which advised the

About 60 persons, including a 
crippled boy and a woman in a 
wheelchair, reached safety yester- 
day when fire broke out: in the 
condemned and unoccupied fourth 
floor of the Starlight Hotel, 1616 
Franklin avenue, which was being 
operated without a permit or 
license. & oe 
Building Commissioner A. H. 
Baum explained that no permit to 
operate the hotel was issued to 
Nick Arcobasso, owner of the 
hotel and the building, because 
the hotel did not comply with 
safety requirements. However, 
since plans were in preparation to 
change the building so that it 
woula comply with the ordinance, 
Arcdbasso was permitted to con- 
tinue operating, Baum said. | 
“We were permitting him to con 
tinue in staWus quo, except for the 
fourth floor, which we closed 
about a month ago,” Baum con- 
tinued. “Because of the fire, we 
will permit him to use only the 
first and second. floors, until all 
the building complies with the or- 
dinance. Those who lived on the 
third floor will have to stay out. 
Using the first and second floors 
is contingent on approval of their 
electrical wiring system, which 
will be inspected later today. 

“We will require Arcobasso to 
have a fire warden on duty all 
night and he’ll have to change 
the corridor partitions so that they 
will have one-hour resistive value 
—in other words, walls that fire 
would take an hour to break 
through. We feel the building then 
will be reasonably safe because it 
has two fire escapes and two stair- 
ways.” , 

The fire, of undetermined origin, 
started in and was confined to 
the fourth floor. Firemen said it 
contained rubbish, bedding and 
other inflammable materials. In 
all, 35 persons reached safety from 
their rooms on the third floor and 
28 from the second floor. The first 
floor is occupied by a tavern, also 
operated by Arcobasso, who lives 
at 4660 Cottage avenue. 

Boy Carried to Safety. 

The crippled boy, 13-year-old 
David Kilpatrick of Peoria, who 
was visiting relatives at the hotel, 
was carried to safety from a 
smoke-filled stairway between the 
second and third floors by Patrol-. 
man Leonard Weisser. David said 
he saw his sister, Mrs. George 
Stuffelbein, lead three of her four 
children down the stairway but he 
did*not see the oldest child, Bon- 
nie, 5 years old. The boy turned 
back, searched their rooms with- 
out finding the child, who had 
actually left with the others, and 
was returning to the ground floor, 
descending with the aid of his 
crutches, when the policeman 
found him and carried him the 
remainder of the way.

75-BILLION BACKLOG 
OF PUBLIC WORKS 
PROJECTS URGED 


Fleming Says Gap Between 
Needs and Plans Is ‘Dan- 
gerously Wide.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
President Truman was informed 
today the country needs approxi- 
mately 75 billion dollars in public 
works construction to. meet a 
backlog of demands for highways, 
schools, airports and_ similar 
projects. 

The .estimate was submitted by 
Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, fed- 


letter outlining the status of pub- 
lic works needs and plans. 
The gap between 


needs and completed plans “is 


dangerously wide,” Fleming said 
in the letter made public by the 
White House. 

He added there is “no exact 
measure of today’s needs for pub- 
lic works,” but preliminary sur- 
veys and estimates indicate that 
the dollar volume of necessary 
state and local construction for 
the xt few years approximates 
75 bilfion dollars, “Even this, figure 
spread over a 15-year period would 
call for an annual construction 
volume of five billion dollars, 
nearly two and one-half times the 
1947 rate of state-local construc- 
tion,” Fleming wrote. 

He urged a public construction 
policy keyed to advance planning 
made possible through federal 
loans. Authority to make these 
loans, he noted, lapsed with ex- 
piration of a part of the War 
Mobilization Act last June.

It is difficult to override 
a Veto, especially in some instances 
in which some Republican Con- 
gressmen are inclined to support 
the President because of purely 
local effects.”

U.S. Appeals Court Cites 
Declaration of Indepen- 
dence in Ruling.

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 30 (AP) 
~The United States fourth circuit 
court of appeals upheld tdday the 
right of Negroes to vote in ene 
cratic primaries in South Gasettan, 
despite arguments of election cf- 
ficials that the party there is “a 
voluntary political Scaptlation 
which can exercise unrestricted 
choice of membership.” 

The appeals court said that 
“there was no error” in the de- 
cree entered by District Judge J. 
Waties Waring in a case in which 
he enjoined South Carolina elec- 
tion officials from denying quali- 
fied Negro voters a voice in the 
primaries, which constitute “the 
real elections within that state.” 

The appeal was argued Nov. 18 
before Senior Circuit Judge John 


Baltimore, and Armistead M. Do- 
bie, of Charlottesville. 

In its opinion, written by Judge 

Parker the circuit court repeated 
that “the political philosophy of 
the Declaration of Independence is 
that governments derive their 
just powers from. the consent of 
the governed; (that) the right to 
a voice in the selection of officers 
of goverfment on the part of all 
citizens is important, not only as 
a means of insuring that govern- 
ments shall have the strength of 
popular support but also as a 
means of securing to the indi- 
vidual citizen proper consideration 
of his rights by those in power.” 

After the Supreme Court of the 
United States ruled in April, 1944, 
that the right to vote in the pri- 
mary election held under state 
laws might not be denied on the 
ground of race or color, the South 
Carolina legislature repealed al! 
laws with relations to primaries 
with the avowed purpose of pre- 
venting voting by Negroes in the 
Democratic primaries.

Taft, in Kansas City last night, 
welcomed the Wallace candidacy, 

“It can’t do anything but help,” 
he told reporters. 

A similar view was expressed 
here by Taft’s presidential cam- 
paign manager, Representative 
Clarence Brown of Ohio, who said: 

“T am very happy.to see Mr. 
Wallace as a candidate. I think 


his candidacy assures that which |’

Daily Worker, Wallace’s most 
zealous journalistic supporter, is 
in the same politicg] bed with the 
conservative Republicans.

Reds Expect to Profit. 

The Communists expect to 
profit by confusion and dissension 
in American politics, a situation 
not permitted in Soviet Russia, In 
his speech night, Wallace 


forecast that he and his support-| 


, ers would be labeled “Communist 
tools” and “Communists.” vn 
sought to forestall these cha 

by asserting that “we are not vi 
Russia and we are not for Com- 
munism, but we recognize Hitler- 
ite methods when we gee them on 
our own land. . 

There was nothing in his speech, 
however, critical of Russian ag- 
gression into the bordering states, 
of Russian universal military 
service or Russian obstructionist 
tactics in the United Nations or- 
ganization. 

The Communist label was quickly 
put on the Wallace campaign to- 
day by the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, the self-avowed 
liberal organization dedicated to 
the continuance of President 
Roosevelt's domestic program and 
foreign policy. 

“The most fateful issues con- 
fronting the nation,” A.D.A. said 
in a statement, “are the fulfill- 
ment of the Marshall plan for 
world recovery and the stabiliza- 
tion of our inflation-ridden econ- 
omy at home. 

‘Unholy Alilance.’ 

“An unholy alliance of Commu- 
nists and reactionaries are chal- 
lenging that program. 

“Mr. Wallace has issued his de- 
pressing invitation to disaster at 
the; moment when progressives of 
every political faith are engaged 
in a desperate battle for the pres- 
ervation of political and econom- 
ic freedom for all peoples every- 
where. We reject his invitation. 

“Irrespective of Mr. Wallace's 
intentions, the goal of his spon- 
sors are clear. They hope to di- 
vide progressives, create national 
confusion and insure the triumph 
of reactionary isolationism in 1948. 
They believe the achievement of 
these aims will serve the: world 
interests of the international Com-. 
munist movement. 

“That danger has been apparent 
since the third party drive began. 
But we believe that it can be over- 
come. The overwhelming evidence 
that the Communists—rather than 
any progressive force committed to 
our national interest — are the 
machine behind the third party is 
now indisputable.

SECOND BOLT : 
FOR WALLACE 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30 (AP)—Henry 
A. Wallace, former Democratic 
vice president and former Cabinet 
officer under two Democratic 
Presidents, last night bolted the 
party which he had joined despite 
the background of a stanch Re- 
publican family, 

In so doing he ended speculation 
about his political plans—specula- 
tion that started last year when 
he resigned as Secretary of Com- 
merce at the demand of President 
Truman after Wallace criticized 
the “get tough with Russia” pol- 
fey while Secretary of State 
Byrnes was urging a firm hand 
in dealing with the U.8.8.R. 

Wallace parted company with 
the Democrats with these words: 

“To those who have come to me 
asking conditions of my ad- 
herence to the present Democratic 
administration, I. have said: ‘Let 
the administration repudiate uni- 
versal military training and rid 
itself of the Wall Street-military 
team that is leading us toward 
war.’ 

“My terms to the Democratic 
high command have been well 
known. By their actions and fi- 
nally by their words, they have 
said: ‘Henry Wallace, we welcome 
your support but we will not 
change our policies,’” 

At the press conference follow- 
ing the broadcast of his speech, 
Wallace said he would withdraw 
from _ the: presidential picture 


“should shar of the major parties 
become definitely a peace party 
before the election.” 

He also said that the new party, 
as yet without name, “would sup- 
port progressive Democratic can- 
didates for Congress.” He declined 
comment when asked if his an- 
nouncement would ‘hurt chances 
of the Democratic party in 1948. 


For Taylor on Ticket, 
Wallace said at a press confer- 
ence in Milwaukee today that 
Senator Taylor (Dem.), Idaho, 
would be “marvelous” as a run- 
ning mate. He said that Taylor 
and Senator Pepper (Dem.), Flor- 
ida, “have been most courageous 
and outspoken, particularly in re- 
gard to“foreign policy,” adding 
that he had “the highest regard” 
for Pepper. 

Taylor said last night that he 
is considering running. for Vice 
President on a ticket headed by 
Wallace. 

Wallace said he didn’t believe 
he would enter any Democratic 
primaries but said that he want- 
ed to campaign in as many states 
as he'could. He hoped that his 
running mate would be “a good 
speechmaker,” he said, to share 
the burden. : 

“It all depends upon how much 
I can stand physically,” Wallace 
said. 

Wallace, now, 59 years old, served 
as Secretary of ‘Agriculture in two 
Roosevelt terms, then put in four 
years as Vice President. He was 
dropped from the ticket in 1944 in 
favor of Truman. Roosevelt, how- 
ever, made him Secretary of Com- 
merce, replacing Jesse Jones, and 
Wallace remained i in that position 
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Whatever vote he 
gets will be taken from the Demo- 
crats.” 

Howard I. Young, president of 
the American Zinc, Lead & Smelt- 
ing Co., and chairman of the Taft 
reception committee, said: 


“IT am not a politician, but speak-

IN SPAIN; THREE GIVEN LIFE 


MADRID, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Agustin Zoroa Sanchez, considered 
the No. 1 Communist in Spain, 
and Lucas Nunez Bocas, also an 
accused Communist, were exe- 
cuted yesterday, according to an 
official announcement today. 

They were sentenced to die, 
with three others, following a trial 
of 23 persons at Ogana on Dec. 
19. Zoroa wag secretary-general 
of the Spanish Communist party 
and a member of the national 
committee of the Spanish Com- 
munist party in France. 

The official announcement said 
the three others convicted—Jose 
L, Fernandez, Albert Eladio Am- 
ador and Manuel Hernandez Leal 
—received commutation of death

Zoroa and Nunez were pre- 
sumed to have been executed by 
a firing squad at Ocana. Zoroa 
was charged, among other things,

The idea was put forward in «a 
three-column front-page editorial 
in the Communist organ just three 
days after Britain and Russia con- 
cluded a short-term trade agree- 
ment which, it has been intimated, 
may lead te a long-term pact next 
spring.

What Wallace Offers 


Henry Wallace told the American people last 
night what every one of them woul e to Be- 
leve—that there is an easy, aecsaeee uns serifie- 
ing way to peace. 

He told them that the nen Doctrine and 
the Marshall plan, designed to check spreading 
Russian Communist imperialism, are not neces- 
sary. He told them that universal military train- 
ing, designed to protect our national security and 
our liberties if'all else fails, is not necessary. 
All that is necessary in order to have peace, he 
said, is to “want it.” 

Since everyone wants peace, and wishful think- 
ing requires neither effort nor expense, Mr. Wal- 
lace’s platform for his third-party presidential 
campaign ought to appeal to éveryone who can 
believe that the solution of the world’s ills can 
be as simple and painless as he says. 

For Mr. Wallace, the Russo-American antago- 
nisms which are disturbing the peace are not the 
causes of the growing danger of war. To him 
the disturbances are President Truman and the 
Wall Street warmongers, and pedte is readily 
attainable by way of the wishful thought. No- 
where ‘does he come to grips with the real world. 

It is true that he says the United States-can- 
not be secure until there is an international po- 
lice force stronger than any single nation, in- 
cluding the ‘United States and Russia; but he 
gives no sign of realizing that Russia has frus-

at every turn. He speaks of peace by outlawry 
of the atomic bomb and all other armaments, but 
makes no mention of Russia’s repeated assertions 
that it will never agree to the only measures 
which would provide international control of 
atomic energy and give enforcement to Russia’s 
promise to renounce the bomb. 

What is Mr. Wallace’s purpose in announcing 
himself as an independent candidate for the pres- 
idency? He must know that he stands no chance 
of being elected. Third parties in this country 
have been the forlornest of forlorn hepes; none 
has won a national election since 1860 and in 
all that time third parties altogether have not 
polled more than 10 per cent of the popular 
vote except with the showings of the Populists 
in 1892, the National Progressives in 1912 and 
the LaFollette Progressives in 1924. If he real- 
izes these facts of political life, is he running 
anyhow just to get his views before the country? 

Mr. Wallace has been putting his views before 
the country since the Madison Square Garden 
speech in which, as a member of the Cabinet, 
he seriously embarrassed the Administration of 
which he was a part at a moment when delicate 
negotiations were in progress with the Soviet 
Union. Since then he has put his views before 
the country repeatedly, in free radio time, in 
newspaper accounts, in speeches which pedple 
have paid to hear—and he has even made a trip 
to Eurape. . 

Mr. Wallace should know, too, that in becom- 
ing a third party candidate without any real pos- 
sibility of winning the election he is giving aid 
to those who have been his enemies all his life. 
He is drawing away support from those who rep- 
resent whatever is left of the New Deal. He 
makes a scathing point-by-point indictment of 
failures in democratic government in this coun- 


try, but the party which he is attacking is gen- 
erally favorable to the correctives‘he advocates — 


and the party his candidacy aids is generally 
hostile to them. His entrance into the campaign 
strengthens the reactionary wing of the Republi- 
can party. It encourages the party to seek the 
nomination of a tractable hack instead of putting 
the best foot forward as it would feel compelled 
to do if Wallace were not dividing the progres- 
sive and Democratic vote. 

In fore policy he is throwing his whole 
weight into scuttling bipartisan support and the 
very fouridations of this country’s efforts for 
world peace. 

This is a saddening conclusion to a career in 
which there had been, up to Madison Square 
Garden, so much to praise and take hope from. 
And what is the cause of it? Wallace unques- 
tionably has a strong messianic complex. There 
can be no doubt that he sincerely believes that 
all those who are dealing with the problem are 
wrong in regarding Russia as a threat to our 
nation, and that he alone is right. It appears 
altogether likely that Wallace is moved likewise 
by a desire to revenge himself upon Harry Tru- 
man for his dismissal from the Cabinet. 


This strange combination of moving forces | 


has produced one of the most tortured political 
figures of our time, a man who had been a dis- 
tinguished internationalist and who now bids his 
fellow-countrymen retreat not only from the rest 
of the world but also from all thoughts but 
wishful ones.

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A Needed Reform in Panama 


Panama is a place where racial injustices are 
costing the United States in military security, 
and where progress toward racial justice would 
go a long way. In the refusal of the Panamanian 
Assembly to ratify an agreement permitting the 
United States to continue using defense bases in 
Panama outside the Canal Zone, this country 
has suffered what Neal Stanford of the Chris-

There is more than one reason for the present 
wave of anti-United States feeling in Panama, 
but policies of racial discrimination in the Canal 
Zone, amidst a highly mixed population, are one 
of them. There are factors which are already 
working in our favor to reverse the Assembly’s 
unfavorable vote, but active efforts by the United 
States toward enlightened racial policies in the 
Zone should:be added to them. a 

The case for the Panamanian bases is by no 
means lost. Our prompt abandonment of the 
bases, in keeping with our word, on the Assem- 
bly’s rejection of the agreement, has strength- 
ened our position. The drastic loss of business 
which Panama’s merchants will suffer by restric- 
tion of United States troops to the Canal Zone 
will be an incentive for the Assembly to change 
its mind. After the elections for president and 
assembly next May, the Panamanian Government 
can afford to be more friendly to the United 
States, without the fear that the opposition will 
capitalize on it to win votes. 

With all these influences working in our favor, 
progress on the racial:front would do the maxi- 
mum good by removing antagonisms that stand 
in the way of harmonious relations between the 
people of Panama and the United States.

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Plenty of { Housing? 
Roy Wenzlick, real estate analyst, says that 
St. Louis will have housing enough to accom- 
modate the proposed world’s fair in 1953. This 


‘means enough for the community’s residents plus 


transient accommodations for a flood of yisitors. 

Any such accomplishment would be revolu- 
tionary. Not in a great many years, if ever, has 
metropolitan St. Louis had a genuine adequacy 
of housing. The 1940 census found that 86,000 
family units were so obsolete, so structurally un- 


‘sound, so deficient in sanitary facilities, that 
they were below minimum standards for decent 


and healthful occupancy. Nevertheless, the need 
for housing kept miost of them in use. 

Today the situation is much worse. The metro- 
politan community grew by leaps during the war 
but the housing supply grew very little. Since 
the war, high costs and limited materials have 


, prevented any really large-scale residential con- 


struction. People earning géod wages are hav- 
ing to live doubled-up, or in basements and con- 
verted chicken houses. There is some high- 
priced building for the few who can stand the 
price but many people fear that this boomldt, 
like the one after World War I, will presently 
price itself out of the market and peter out. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Wenzlick implies that the 
worry about housing is misplaced—that the sit- 
uation and trend are much better than they 
seem. Shouldn't he come forth with the facts 
and figures and assumptions out of which he has 
built his cheerful vision? 
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Vacancies at the Service Schools 

Most people will be surprised to learn that 
there are more than 300 vacancies at West Point 
and close to double that number at Annapolis. 
They will be even more surprised to learn that 
it is seemingly impossible to persuade young 
men to fill these openings although they involve 
a four-year education at no cost and commis- 
sions in the military or naval service on com- 
pletion, . 

While it is understandable that education in 
the service training schools should be less at- 
tractive to a generation of young men which 
has had extensive experience in the armed 
forces, it does not make sense to permit the 
vacancies to go on month after month so that 
Senators and Congressmen may hold onto their 
appointment opportunities. There are doubt- 
less many times enough qualified young men in 
the present armed forces to fill up these vacan- 
cies. If there are, they should be sought out, 
tested and given appoiatments. 

A lot of the taxpayers’ money is spent at 
West Point and Annapolis to train officers for 
the national defense.. The country should have 
the satisfaction of knowing that it is being used 
for capacity training, particularly in a time when 
world affairs are as uncertain as they are today.

Why We Keep Outmoded Counties 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Small governmental units were created in the horse and buggy 
days when farmers could drive only so far to county seat, editorial 
points out; although inefficient now these local divisions ‘are kept 
because of vested political interests; Illinois economist applauded. 


From the Chicago Daily Tribune 


Consolidation of the 16 counties of South- 
ern Illinois into three or four larger units 
has been suggested as a remedy for some 
of the financial worries of the area of the 
state known as Egypt. 

The suggestion comes from H. K, Allen, 
director of the Bureau of Economic and 
Business Research at the University of 
Illinois. He would abolish townships and 
road districts in the area also. 

Mr, Allen, who apparenty was not born 
yesterday, is pretty tentative in his sugges- 
tions. He sees constitutional difficulties, 
but beyond that he predicts that people are 
going to resent abolishing county jobs and 
county seats, no matter how much money 
is saved, And how they will! 


Townships Are Doomed 


“Townships and analogous units are 
doomed to go,” Mr. Allen said. “The coun- 
ty is the last stronghold of local govern- 
ment. If citizens who are interested in the 


preservation of the county as a vigorous’ 


and efficient unit of local government will 
assume the lead, the county can be pre- 
served.” 

The general principle on which Illinois 
counties were established was that a man 
should be able to leave his farm in the 
morning, drive or ride his horse to the 
county seat, transact his business, and get 
home in time to do his chores. Today there 
is hardly a citizen in Illinois who can’t 
reach his courthouse in less than an hour. 


Nevertheless, the men who wrote the 1871 
Constitution weren't just wasting words 
when they inserted some strict provisions 
on changing county lines and shifting coun- 
ty seats, The folklore of Tilinois, and near- 
ly every other state, is full of tales of the 
rivalry, skullduggery, midnight forays and 
occasional bloodshed involved in county 
seat rows. 


Considering that the social and economic 
organization of Southern Illinois is not too 
greatly changed from what it was when the 
Constitution was written, the hope of any 
county reform in Egypt is not bright, 


The “Square” at Stake

is a way of life. The restaurant owners 
and merchants on the courthouse square, 
the local editor with his legal notices and 
county printing, all have a vested interest 
in the county business.

Seniority, Still a Blight

We hope that Senator Baldwin of Con- 
necticut will get somewhere with the good 
advice he has been giving his fellow Re- 
publicans in Congress lately. His theme 
is that the voters expect some real, con- 
structive attentidn to their problems, in- 
cluding the high cost of living. He thinks 
it is time the Republicans in Congress 
wake up to the fact that they will be in 
danger if, by the time of the 1948 elec- 
tion, they are not able to point to a record 
better than they have made to date. 

As far as any party program is con- 
cerned, the Republicans in Congress, like 
the Democrats, suffer from the seniority 
system.

And the men who have served 
longest come from constituencies in which 
their party has a heavily one-sided ma- 
jority. 

Old Representative John Taber, for ex- 
ample, is chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee and one of the chief 
stumbling blocks to Mr. Baldwin's kind of 
program, He has been a member of the 
House since 1923. Even .during his party’s 
leanest years in the time of Mr, Roosevelt, 
Mr. Taber was consistently re-elected for 
no better reason than that he is a Repub- 
lican, 


Because of his constituents’ blind party 
allegiance, he knows nothing really about 
the people of the country as a whole, their 
thoughts and their problems. He is no

One wonders cae getting acquainted 
with a certain missionary named Daniel, 
introduced by Cornelia Spencer, who met 
him in China, how he managed to get by 
the Mission Board, or whatever board picks 
the missionaries and passes’ upon their 
qualifications. Why? Because he is not 
at all the type of missionary that we hear 
about. It is made quite clear at the outset 
that Daniel is a different sort of person, 

There was at least one other who had 
been like Daniel. This other one had come 
back from China to tell about the Chinese 
and Daniel, only 11 years old then, had lis- 
tened as that other had told of his love for 
the Chinese, their suffering and their 
humor. It did something to the lad. He 
wanted to give his life to them and when 
he was a man he did. 

* * . 

His going as a missionary was not be- 
cause he wanted to “save” them, for he 
never believed in any such theological ne- 
cessity. In China he found ordinary people 
living their lives with the religion that they 
had and didn’t try to take it away from 
them. Why should he? If it met their 
need, who would want to take it away? He 
helped in any way that he could, sharing 
what he had, learning, giving what he could 
to stop their suffering. 

As he put it into words: “Going out on 
a mission assumes that one has a gift or 
a message exclusively his. It should be a 
quest of understanding—a going out to dis- 
cover other people and then a sharing of 
what one has, not because it is better but 
simply because one wants to share what ia 
precious to him with others he has come 
to love.” 

All that Danie] ever really wanted to do 
was to go among the people with no gospel 
at all, only something like human kindness, 
There was a woman who understood, She 
said: “That is your gospel, Daniel. It is 
bigger than any theology. It’s a belief in 
the worth of people, It's finding the good, 
the godlike, in everyone and making it 
strong.” 

* * * 

Unhappily the woman who understood 
was the wife of another. His own wife was 
everything that a missionary is supposed 
to be and between her and Daniel there 
was no understanding, nor any real love. 
That was the situation in which Daniel 
found himself, in love with the wife of an- 
other and not in love with his wife. It 
was a difficult situation for a man who 
wanted to minister wholeheartedly to his 
people. He, with the help of the woman 
who understood, solved his problem, but not 
in the way that might have been expected. 

In his solving of it he again showed him- 
self greater than the gospel he was sup-. 
posed to proclaim, making his self-cruci- 
fixion a source of strength and devotion. 
In his renunciation he was swept by a 
burning passion for his people, for they 
were his and he was theirs.

Taught at Harvard and Col- 
laborated in Book With 
Bertrand Russell.

(AP)—Alfred North Whitehead, | 


internationally known philosopher, 
died today of a 


philosophy emeritus at Harvard 
University. He was 86 years old. 
Dr, Whitehead was a graduate 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, in 
England. His early interest was in 
‘mathematics and he approached 


philosophy when we went to Har- ; 


vard through the middle ground 
of scientific method and symbolic 
logic. At Harvard his interests 
centered in metaphysics, 
Perhaps Dr. Whitehead’s most 
amous pupil was Bertrand Rus- 
sell, British mathematician and 
yist. The teacher and pupil 


later collaborated on “Principia* 


ne (Mathematical prin- 
ples). ; 

His own most difficult work, 
“Process and Reality,” Dr, White- 
head explained as an attempt to 
elucidate a subject avoided by 
most philosophers, an idea of per- 
ishing. Other philosophers have 
worked on the idea of “becoming 
and being” but had taken perish- 
ing as a matter of course, he said.

“Aims of Education,” in 1929; “Ad- | 


ventures of Ideas” in 1930 and “Na- 
ture and Life” in 1934. 

Dr. Whitehead liked to think of 
himself as an “ordinary example 
of. the general tone of the Vic- 
torian Englishman.” However, he 
had this to say of America in a 
talk at a Harvard Club dinner on 
his seventieth birthday: 

“I do feel that if a man is going 
to do his best he ought to live in 
America, because here the treat- 
ment of any effort is such that it 
stimulates everything that is eager 
in one. In America my fortune 
has culminated in what I consider 
to be an intellectual society as 
great as any which has existed.” 
Dr. Whitehead and his wife, 
who was his constant companion, 
observed their fifty-seventh wed- 
ding anniversary’ two weeks ago, 
He also leaves a son and a daugh- 
ter, three grandchildren and four 
great-grandchildren. 

Dr. Whitehead was born at 
Ramsgate, England, Feb. 15, 1861, 
and remained a British citizen. In 
1945 he was awarded the Order of 
Merit, highest honor in the British 
world of learning. The honor is 
held simultaneously by only 24 
persons, currently including Win- 
ston Clmrchill, the Earl of Halifax 
and John Masefield. 

Dr. Whitehead was a founding 
member of Harvard’s Society of 
Fellows and continued active as a 
senior fellow until his death.

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ASE PUTS PRICES 
NEAR 920REORD 


All Marks Already 
Broken by Consumers 
Price Index. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices today edged 
nearer the record crest of May 
1920, and Government economists 
could find nothing to indicate 
1948 prices would stop there. 

With the exception of some 
items which slowed down the food 
group, wholesale prices on 900 
commodities studi by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics sailed un- 
checked past another postwar 
mark auring the week ended 


ec. 20. 
An index figure of 162.5 was 
recorded for that date by the 
BLS, which uses &verage prices 
prevailing in 1926 as its 100, or 
normal wholesale level. In May 
1920, the bureau said, prices aver- 
aged 167.2 per cent of the 1926 
average. Relating the index 
points to percentages, there is 
less than 3 per cent difference in 
prices today and thdése in May 
1920. 

At the present rate, wholesale 
prices should topple the 1920 
high about the end of February, 
the economists say—and keep on’ 
going in contrast to the experi- 
ence 27 years ago. Then the index 
dropped from 167.2 to 96 in May 
1921, just one year later. It 
struck a bottom of 59.8 in Febru- 
ary 1933. 

Employment, Demand Firm. 

The statisticians said employ- 
ment holding near the 60,000,000- 
mark and demand for goods of 
all kinds appear likely to sustain 
wholesale prices next spring. 

The BLS consumers price index, 
described as representing actual 
cost of living to the householder, 
already has broken i records. 
It stood at a peak of about 165 
per cent of the 1935-39 average on 
Nov, 15, the latest available com- 
BLS h 

as no exact comparison 
with 1920 for its ninuaer Geter 
but officials say the cost of living 
is higher now even though the 
wholesale index is lower. They 
explain this by saying the whole- 
sale index includes many’ items 
which do not figure in the day-to- 
day operation of a household. 

The rise in wholesale prices 
during the week ended Dec. 20 
was 0.7 per cent. The index was 
2.1 per cent above four weeks ago 
and. 16.2 per cent higher than a 
year ago. 

All farm products were up 0.4 
per cent in the week, largely be- 
cause of higher livestock quota- 
tions. These, the bureau said, 
“were due to brisk buying for 
storage in anticipation of reduced 


Average food prices declined 0.4 
per cent with lower prices for 
meats, eggs, fats and oil. Pork 
and lamb were lower, but beef, 
veal and poultry advanced. The 
statisticians said this food drop 
will not last and will be offset by

Although BLS lacks figures on 
hourly and weekly earnings of 
workers in 1920, factory produc- 
tion employes in 1919 received an 
average of 47.7 cents an hour for 
a 46.3-hour week, which netted an 
average of $22.08. 

In 1926, the year used as normal 
for wholesale prices, the hourly 
average pay of factory workers 
was 54.8 cents for a 45-hour week, 
bringing an average of $24.65 
weekly. When wholesale prices 
dropped to a record low in 1933, 
the average hourly rate was 44.2 
cents for a 38.1-hour work week, 
and the average weekly earnings

NEW WHOLESALE 


Up 16.2 Pet. in Year —; 


NOME, Alaska, Dec. 30 (AP) — 
Six crewmen from a B-29 which 
crashed a week ago were. back to 
safety today through the heroism 
of two Alaska bush pilots, who 
landed small planes beside the 
wrecked Superfortress. 

But five other. men are still 
missing and believed to be dead 
in the frigid wastes of the Seward 
Peninsula, 95 miles north of 
Nome, 

Two of the five missing men 
were members of the crew of 
eight on the B-29. The other three 
were paratroopers who had been 
dropped to help the B-29 flyers. 

Aairmen reported sighting two 
bodies less than 500 yards from 
the wreckage of the B-29. It is 
believed the bodies are those of 
paratroopers. What happened to 
the third member of the rescue 
team is not known. A driver and 
dog team will attempt to find the 
missing men today. 

An intensive search also will be 
conducted ‘for the other two 
missing crew members. They are 
Lt. Vern H. Arnett, Santa Ana, 
Calif., pilot, and Lt. Frederick I. 
Sheetz, Keyser, W. Va., navigator. 

Neither has been seen since 
they set out together Christmas 
night, 48 hours after the crash. 
They told their fellow crewmen 
they would seek help at the Es- 
kimo village of Shishmaref, 50 
miles to the north. 

Weather 49 Below, 

The daring rescue was per- 
formed by Frank H. Whaley of 
the Wien Alaska Airline, and Wil- 
liam Munz, of the Munz Airline, 
both of Nome. 

Flying in 40-below zero weather 
they set their small, single-engine 
planes down in a hazardous land-

They quickly loaded the six 
weak but happy airmen into their 
ski-equipped craft, made a dan- 
gerous takeoff from the snow- 
covered slope and returned to 
Nome without mishap.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Government officials said today 
they regarded the Soviet release 
of 60,000 tons of raw materials and 
fuel from eastern Germany as a 
“first installment” with addition- 
al allotments to follow, 

The United States share un- 
doubtedly will be used in western 
Germany by American occupation 
authorities, thus lessening the 
burden on the American taxpayer 
for similar items which would 
have to be imported from the 
United States. 

The Russian move, these offi- 
clals said, does not mean that the 
American Government intends to 
resume shipment of German war 
factories from the American zone 
of Germany to the Russian-held 
zone. They described the Soviet 
step as tardy recognition of the 
German factories shipped to Rus- 
sia during 1946, 

News of the Russian action was 
made known in Paris by the 
French Foreign Ministry. Wheat, 
wood and motor fuel were assigned 
as reparations from eastern Ger- 
many, the announcement said. 
The reparations were allotted at 
a session of the Assembly of the 
Inter-Allied Reparations Agency, 
to the United States, Britain, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Greece, 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, Egypt 
and India, f 

A French Foreign Ministry of- 
ficial said the reparations repre- 
sented *the first time the Soviet 
Union had carried out its part of 
the Potsdam agreement on ex- 
changes of reparations from west- 
ern and eastern Germany. Under 
the agreement, Russia was. to re- 
ceive on behalf of itself and Po- 
land 25 per cent of the industrial 
equipment removed as reparations 
from western Germany and return 
60 per cent of the value of this in 
products from eastern Germany. 
The French announcement did 
not say whether the Russians had 
actuaNy delivered the products.

There are three outstanding reasons why Chap- 
lin is no longer a top favorite with American 
film audiences: (1) He threw out his classic 
tramp character and went arty; (2) he hit front 
pages with too many unpleasant morals affairs 
and (3) he did absoluttly nothing to help this 
country during the war. 

For our part, we'd settle just to get the fellow 
with the derby hat, cane and shaggy pants back - 
again in a new series of those shorts and fea- 
tures that once rocked the world with laughter. 
On second thought, we'd settle the score merely 
for the opportunity of seeing reissues of “The 
Kid,” “The Floor Walker,” “Easy Street” and 
some of the other early Chaplin pictures made in 
a day when he was not arty, political—or touchy. 
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ONE OF THE fesser attacks on the movie 
industry recently came from theater groups 
around the country, insisting that the studios 
must not put any more indirect advertising on 
the screens. The exhibitors were indignant, de- 
claring that they, as owners, should receive the 
ad rewards if such were being distributed.

INCE young people — who are

Fis It Yourself 
in Gas Pipes. 

AST week our brother-in-law 
L decided to fix a leak in a gas 

pipe with a blow torch, This 
week we have two new (to us) 
suits of clothes as wel! as a pair 
of slightly burned shoes. 


Gas is great stuff but it is still 
highly inflammable not to mention 
explosive. So when your nose 
tells you that there is a leak in 
the system—take it easy. Open 
all windows first so that the con- 
centration of gas in the room will 
be dissipated. Remember that you 
don’t need an open flame to ignite 
gas, sparks from a light switch or 
even the telephone bell will do the 
trick just as well as a match, So 
get plenty of fresh air in the room 
before you do anything else. 


As far as the actual leak in the 
system goes your best bet is to 
shut off the supply of gas (if pos- 
sible), call the gas company and 
let them do the work. A small 
leak is not only difficult to locate 
but it’s hard to sea) tight unless 
you have the proper equipment 
and know how.

HE words aviation and aviator

“a” long (ay), thus: AY-vee-AY’ 
shun, AY’vee-AY-ter. _.
